April. President Carroll of Georgetown University greeted us on campus as 
guests of the University. President Carroll and Henry W. Herzog, Treasurer of GW, 
outlined the history of the University and sketched its plans for the future. 

May. Politics and Foggy Bottom roadways were both reviewed. Joseph L. Rauh, 
Jr., spoke in behalf of the Democrats, and Carl L. Shipley represented the Republi- 
cans. Miss Ann Renzi, Program Engineer of the District of Columbia Separtment of 
Highways, detailed plans and progress on road construction in Foggy Bottom. 


All these events were reported in our official publication, the Foggy Bottom 
News. With substantial support from local business institutions advertising in the 
paper, the publication about broke even during the year, a hard one for our merchants 
because of the decline in business caused by confusing detours in our streets. 

Acting as your President during the past year has been a pleasant if hard- 
working experience. The support of members of the Association was gratifying -- 
really terrific, I would say -- especially that of our competent Secretary and 
Treasurer and the Editor and Business Manager of the Foggy Bottom News. 

The principal actions of the Association during the year follow: 1. Protest 
to the Board of Zoning Adjestment regarding the rezoning which permitted construction 
of a high-rise apartment on 24th Street, backing into Snows Court. 2. Protest to 
the Zoning Commission opposing rezoning to permit construction of a high-rise apart- 
ment at the corner of 25th and H Streets. 3. Protest to the Zoning Commission 
concerning the height of proposed structures by the Water Gate Development at the 
foot of Virginia Avenue. 4. Appearance of members at two hearings of the Board of 
Zoning Adjestments protesting the use of the residence at 906 New Hampshire Avenue 
as an office employing up to 15 persons and involving the use of data processing 
equipment on the premises. 5. Correspondence with the Engineer Commissioner of the 
District of Columbia regarding the possibility of exploring another access to Snows 
Court. A committee was appointed, with Father Richards of St. Paul's as chairman, 
to work out a plan in this connection. The Association at a later date may call a 
mass meeting of Block 28 residents to assist the activities of the committee.
